The Purity of Wheat Varicties 
(Results of Tests, 1941-1947) 
One of the definite characteristics 
of good seed is that it must be “pure” 
as to varicty. In other words, it 
should be free possible 
from admixtures of inferior types. 
Annually, since 1941, Line Elevators 
Farm Service has tested hundreds of 
farmers’ seed samples of wheat for 

varietal purity, 

Method. Yhe test for purity of 
yaricty is strictly a growing test. 
The secd sample is planted in rows 
at the University of Manitoba, As 
the resulting plants approach matur- 
ity they are analysed by agronomists 
of the. Plant Scienee Department. 
The sample is then classified accord- 
ing to the number‘of foreign, inferior 
and off-type plants appearing under 
ficld conditions.

In other words, over 25% 
of the samples tested in these years 
produced, when grown under field 
conditions, more than one percent 
of inferior (foreign, off-type, ete.)

Of the farm seed stocks tested for 
varietal purity in these years more 
than 90% was classified as “satis- 
factorily pure’. The best advice 
we can give to farmers with respect 
to the purity of their wheat and

An English Journey 


By Walter Legge representing the

Everybody in Canada is greatly in- 
terested in the food situation in 
England and many conflicting stories 
have been told. Here is what I found, 

One of the most remarkable changes 
since I wag here in 1042 is found in 
the shops. Where windows were ab- 
solutely bare in 1942, they are filled 
with merchandise of all kinds today. 
Stores which in 1942 were almost 
nmpty with large sections roped 
off, are groaning tinder the load of 
goods. 

But here is the rub, these goods are 
most difficult to buy due to the mass 
of red tape and restrictions, for ra- 
tioning in England is a fearful thing 
to experience. English people are 
tied down by restretions and bureau- 
cratic rules and regulations to .an 
unbelievable extent, 

I confess that I cannot understand 
much of it, but I find that many peo- 
ple who have been here ever since be- 
fore the war are just as puzzled as 1 
am. 

Virst thing on arrival at Blackpool 
we had to go to the central food con» 
trol office to get our ration books, 
for one vannot get along without 
them. 

It took us a whole 
stand in line, get national regis- 
tration cards, sign numbers of 
forms, most of which we knew noth- 
ing about, and finally receive books 
and ‘coupons for meat, preserves, 
sugar, cheese, butter and fats, bavon, 
eggs, milk, clothing, bread, tea, 
soaps, points for cereals, canned 
goods, sweets, and several other 
things. 

The clerical work in filling our 
forms, cutting off expired portions, 
etc., is’ tremendous. There must be 
an cnormous waste of manpower 
over this rationing for there are of- 
finces with large staffs in all except 
the smallest places. 

In addition there is fuel, vontro}, 
gasoline control, building control, 
rent control, etc. 

Once the ration bpoks are received 
the newcomer may think he can start 
out to buy things. What a hope} 
You can only buy meat, milk, butter, 
eggs, bacon, sugar, jam, cheese, etc., 
at a store where you have regisetred, 
and it is difficult to change registra- 
tion from one store to another. 

Thus you have to take whatever 
your merchant cares to give you, or 
what he has on hand, and you cannot 
go to another store without a good 
reason and woing through much red 
tape. Therefore if you think your 
butcher is not giving you fair treat- 
ment, about the only way you can im- 
prove matters is by trying to carry 
favor with him. 

There are some few things that are

Although there is plenty of tinned 
foods in the stores, no one can buy 
much of it for each person’ only re- 
ceives 28 points a month and 28 points 
will only buy very little. Here

If War Hits Arctic 


TORONTO. — Outcome of a war 
fought in the Arctic would be “forc- 
ed quickly” Lt.-Col. J. N. Crawford 
of Ottawa said. 

He discussed medical aspects of 
warfare in the far north for the arm- 
ed services’ section of the Canadian 
Medical Association. 

Col. Crawford said small detach- 
ments of troops would fight on a 
small front. Troops would travel 
overland by snow vehicles or be air- 
borne as parachutists or glider men. 
Supplies would be flown to them or 
brought by tractor train. An advance 
base would be close to the front and 
a main one, “in the temperate zone”. 

Dr. O. M. Solandt of Ottawa, chair- 
man of the defence research board, 
urged doctors to help form an inter- 
national agency to abolish war. He 
said his board was studying defence 
methods in case of atomic or bac- 
terialogical war.

ning fire usually results in a com- 
plete loss. 


Both copper and iron are suitable 
for lightning conductors, but since 
the resistance of iron to the flow of 
electric current is about ten times 
that of copper it is plain that to be 
effective, iron rods would have to be 
so heavy that they are out of the 
question. Copper is resistant to ex- 
posure to the weather and also to a 
great extent to corrosion in the soil 
so long as it is free from ammonia. 
Due to the presence of ammonia, 
manure should never be allowed to 
pile up around a copper lightning 
rod. 


All connections or joints in cables 
must be carefully made and there 
should be as few as possible. A cop- 
per clamp is dependable when prop- 
erly hammered down so as to make a 
joint which meets the regulations of 
the Lightning Rod Act. 

The purpose of lightning rods is to 
conduct electric charges from light- 
ning to the ground, therefore the 
ground connections are the most im- 
portant part of a lightning rod sys- 
tem, 

Conductors should be brought down 
in as short a line as is convenient, 
taking care to avoid any sharp bends 
in the rod as this is not considered 
good practice, 

The important thing about ground- 
ing the rods is to make sure that 
every ground rod is always in con- 
tacu-.with permanently moist earth, 
Various means are used for making 
the hole into which the ground rod is 
pushed, but, however it is done, the 
rod should be pushed into the ground

Lightning rods, to do their work successfully, should be installed cor- 
rectly. These diagrams show the method of installation on various shapes 


not less than 10 féet and even far- 
ther where the soil is not moist at 
that depth. 

Place Points On Chimneys 

The upright standards or points in 
a lightning rod system are important. 
These projections from the main con- 
ductor should be located on the high- 
est points of the building, such as 
chimney, ventilated outlets and the 
ends of the ridges of the buildings 
protected. Along a straight ridge of 
@ roof such as a barn, these uprights 
should not be. more than 25 feet 
apart and they should not be much 
less than 4 feet high on an ordinary 
roof and should project 1 ft? to 1% 
ft. above the tops of chimneys or 
ventilators, These uprights should 
be rigidly braced on a three or four 
legged iron support which should ex- 
tend at least half way up to the tip 
of the conductor, each leg being se- 
curely fastened to the roof by means 
of a copper or galvanized fastening. 
Weather vanes or the ornamental 
glass globes often seen on lightning 
rods are of no value and should not 
be put on, 

To complete a rodding system for 
a building, it is important to connect 
all metallic parts of the building, 
such as metal roofs, ridge caps and 
eave troughing as well as the hay 
track, to the main conductors of the 
system, Standard weight copper ca- 
bles should be used when making 
these connections, Silos should also 
be protected, the conductor from the 
point on the silo being run to a sep- 
arate ground, or where convenient it 
may be connected into the conductor 
going down a corner of the barn. 

Metal covered buildings can be pro- 
tected without the use of a continu- 
ous conductor along the ridge, but 
ground rods should be installed at

Farm Population 
Drops In The U.S. 


WASHINGTON.—Nearly 1,000,000 
persons left cities, towns and villages 
in the United States last year to set- 
tle on farms, but more than 1,500,-;

The January 1 farm population 
was estimated by the Department of 
Agriculture at 27,440,000. That was 
110,000 fewer than the estimate for 
January 1, 1947, when a peak of 27,- 
550,000 was recorded after a two- 
year rise from 25,190,000 at the out- 
set of 1945. 

The 1947 decline in farm popula- 
tion was modified by the fact that 
births exceeded deaths in that group 
by nearly 500,000, the largest annual 
increase from that cause since 1925.

German Cutlery 
Industry May 
Move To Canada 


OTTAWA. — The government is 
Studying an application by the Nova 
Scotia government to move an entire 
cutlery industry from Germany to 
that province, 

A hint of the negotiations was 
given in Halifax by Nova Scotia's 
Industry Minister Connolly. He said 
in a speech that the wholesale trans- 
fer is being considered and that offi- 
cials of this department will go to 
Germany soon to bring technical ad- 
visers to the province.
